28. (new) The computer readable medium of claim 15 that further comprises making all 
or part of the package information available using one or more operating system layers, 
one or more web services or combinations thereof. 

29. (new) The computer readable medium of claim 28 where the operating system Is a 
web servi ces environment, network operating system, portal, hardware operating 
system or middleware. 

30. (new) The compu ter readable medium of claim 15 where the aspects of financial 
performance are revenue, expense, capital change, current operation value, real option 
value, derivative value, investment value, market sentiment value, risk, market value or 
combinations thereof. 

31. (new). A business context laver for a web services environment, network operating 
system, portal, hardw are operating system or middleware application.
